Of  these  James  Kills  was  the  only  one 
of  the  name  who  acquired  warrants  for  land  in  Somerset  County, 
but  he  shortly  disappears  from  the  Maryland  records  leaving  no 
eviaence  of  descendants. 

On  July  13,  1670  James  Fills  of  Somerset  County  proved  his 
right  to  300  acres  of  land  for  transporting  himself  and  five 
other  persons  into  this  Province  to  inhabit.  James  Fills  signed 
the  declaration  of  Royalty  to  Lord  Baltimore  as  a  Protestant  in 
a  list  of  other  prominent  Pastern  Shore  Gentlemen  Fay  13,  1682. 
He  was  among  these  paid  tobacco  by  the  General  Assembly'bf  Mary¬ 
land  for  the  Public  charges  (for  use  of  the  Province).  Two 
James  Fills  died  later. 

The  Richardson  report  doe&not  identify  the  Fills  who  was 
the  husband  of  Jennet  (Smith)  Fills,  they  being  the  parents  of 
the  :'four  Hills  brothers'1  later  referred  to.  The  Olson  report, 
page  5  of  the  Mills  Lineage,  concludes  that  it  was  Alexander 
Pills  who  was  the  father,  Thomas  Fills,  a  fifth  son,  having  died 
in  1709.  Apparently  at  this  writing  it  is  still  a  moot  question 
as  to  the  given  name  of  the  husband  of  Jennet  Fills.  Trom  page

Locomcke  Hundred,  Somerset  County,  Maryland, 
at  the  time.  Re  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  William  Smith 
(Jennet  Hills’  brother)  dated  Apr.  15,  1717,  in  which  the  John, 
william,  Robert  and  Samuel  Hills  were  named  as  nephews  and  heirs, 
This  William  Hills  was  taxed  on  one  negro  man  in  1722  on  person¬ 
al  tax  list  which  includes  Jennet  Hills  and  her  four  sons  all  in 
Pocomoke  Hundred.  "While  this  William  Hills  died  without  a  will 
or  other  record  to  prove  his  heirs  or  lands,  he  can  be  tenta¬

will  Aug.  20,  1750,  proved  Tar.  21,  1750  (old  style),  and  was 
therefore  one  of  the  sonB  of  Jennet  (Smith)  Hills.
